The visitor from Ontario is apt 
to be struck by the bare and inhos- | 
pitable appearance of the average | 
farm on the prairies, The houses | 
are mostly small and built of frame | 
or logs.

WILD DUCKS DIMINISHING 

There were 225 million” wild 
ducks in North America in 1944 but 
two years later the estimated num- 
ber was only 56 million. Weather 
conditions during the nesting sea- 
son, and lack of feeding opportuni- 
ties during fall migration was chief- 
ly responsible,

| INVENTOR TAKES OVER: 


PRODUCES “SQUARE” EGG 


| North American families soon 


| will have a new morsel to round 
out a square meal—a square egg. 

Cubed hen fruit, as a matter of 
fact, already is a reality. The idea 
was hatched by one David Adams, 
a Concord, Mass., inventor, who 
tells all about it in the “Digest of 
New Inventions,” published by The 
National Foundation for Science 
and industry 

Actually, the square egg is a plas- 
tie ‘cube’ which is designed to hold 
the contents of a single egg with | 
its shell removed. 

The hen's job ends when she 
lays the egg in the nest. Science 
takes over from there. | 

Adams explained that his square 
|job consists of two parts—the bot: | 
tom holds the entire contents of an 
egg, and the top clamps over the 
dises, airtight. | 

Breaking of the eggs, packaging 
and sealing of the shells can. be 
done by automatic machinery, 
Adams says. He is working closely 
with a New York outfit which has 
developed a new method which 
‘shock" food by electronic pro- 
cesses, keeping food fresh without 
refrigeration.

First the egg won't break or roll 
off the table

$1 a bushel more than United

truck loads of rye have crossed the 
border daily for the last few days 
at Neche, N.D., where customs offi- 
cers reported the trucks with from 
200 to 600 bushels each.

2,4-D TO CLEAR 
RIGHTS OF WAY 


The new weedkiller, 2,4-D will 
soon replace the axe as an agent 
to control most types of brush 
along highways, railways, power- 
lines and telephone rights-of-way. 
More economical and lasting in its 
effects than the cutting method of 
brush clearance, the chief obstacle 
to the widespread use of this chem- 
ical is the lack of suitable spray 
equipment. 

In a recent address before mem- 
bers of the Canadian Electrical As- 
sociation at Montreal, G.R. Snyder, 
C-I-L agricultural chemicals export, 
stated that recent experiments 
showed a good kill with a 0.6 per- 
cent concentration of 2,4-D acid on 
popler, sumac, willow, wild cherry 
and hawhorn. Hard to kill varieties 
such as hard maple, basswood, ash 
and raspberry required at least a 
one percent concentration.

CONTROLS ON COARSE GRAINS 
ARE PARTIALLY LIFTED 


On October 21st government con- 
trols on coarse grains were partially 
lifted and trading in oats and barley 
Was resumed on the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange open market. 


Oats have risen from the Govern- 
ment ceiling of 65 cents to the open 
market price of 90 cents; barley 
from 93 cents to $1.20. These prices 
are still below American prices be- 
cause the government still prohi- 
bits exports of oats and barley to 
the United States. Prices tend to be 
kept down, too, because of the Can- 
adian contract to supply bacon to 
Britain at relatively cheap prices. 
To produce these hogs at that Bri- 
tish contract price sets a limit on 
the price of oats and barley used to 
feed these hogs. The whole situation 
is further confused, for farmers who 
hauled grain to market prior to Oct. 
21 didn’t participate in the increas- 
ed prices that have occurred. Ob- 
viously, to do justice to all farmers, 
these price ceilings should have 
been removed on Aug. Ist last. 
Farmers, however, who are now 
hauling coarse grains have benefit- 
ted by the removal of price con- 
trols, Whether the government will 
permit the export of oats and bar- 
ley to the United States, and whe- 
ther the Government will assume 
the bacon contract so as to induce 
hog feeders to continue to feed hogs 
for Britain, or whether hog feeders 
will market their unfinished hogs, 
all remains to be seen.

If machine storage space {s lim- | 
ited, at least try to shelter those |

Provide shelter for rubber tired | 
machinery if possible, and at the | 
same time set up the machine on 
blocks to take the weight off the | 
rubber mounted wheels. Where 
storage space is not available for | 
the whole implement, remove the 
wheels and put them under cover. 
If wheels cannot be removed with- 
out a great deal of trouble, it pays 
to cover the tires with canvas or 
tar paper.

NEW INCOME TAX FORMS 
TO EASE CANADA TAXPAYERS 


With the new income tax forms | 
90 per cent of Canada’s taxpayers | 
can say good-bye to one of the! 
toughest annual chores ever to 
plague them. 

It has been announced that new, | 
simplified forms, shifting the prob- | 
lem of income tax to the shoulders | 
of the emyloyer and the Revenuc | 
Department, have been devised for | 
persons with income of less than | 
$3,000—a group which makes up 
2,301,875 of Canada’s 2,545,809 in- | 
come tax payers. 

It is expected the forms, no big- | 
ger than a postcard and designed at 
a recent meeting of income tax of- 
ficials, will be made official in a_| 
forthcoming announcement by Rev- | 
enue Minister McCann. 

Persons earning more than $3,000 
a year will just have to struggle 
along with the forms previously | 
used, 
For most taxpayers the proced- | 
ure will be that the employer will | 
enter on the income tax card the 
name, marital status, number of de- | 
pendents and deductions at source | 
of his employee. There will be a| 
line on which additional income | 
will be reported. The completed | 
form will be sent to the revenue 
department, which will compute 
the tax and notify the taxpayer.
